Statute—Xo Pollej Outlined 


In Meeting. 


Guthrte, Ok., Jan. 17.—<3ov. Hask- 


«J1 had an informal conference witn 
ft number of legislative members who 
arrived here yesterday and today :o 
prepare for tbe special session, which 
begins Thiurslay morning. It Is un- 
derstood that no policy was outlin- 
ed, but 'the advisability of submit- 
ting a number of subjects by special 
message was discussed. It is admit- 
ted that the chief work of the ses- 
•lon -will ^ the revision of the rev- 
enue and 'taxation laws and placing 
county and (listriot officers' either 
on a salary basis or fixing the max- 
imum amount they may draw as fees. 


The ftrst proposition would neces- 


sitate th« paymen: of all fees col- 
lected Into the Treasury and leave 
ti>e government liable tor the salary. 
•while •the latter permits the official 
to retain fees to a certain amount, 
Jtto-viaing they are collected, remit- 
ting the remainder to tSe Treasury. 
Senator Smith of -Duncan, who cham- 
pioned the fee-reduction Idea before 
the 'first and Second legislatures, has 
• tentative 'bill for consideration of 
tbe Senate committee, which adheres 
to the 'latter Idea and follows some- 
what the Texas law. Both swbjeo;s 
•were freely discussed at the conifer- 
CD ce. 


Usury Statute. 


Ano her subject which may find con 


sMeration by the special session is 
that of usury, by the enactment of a 
lawf1 which will vitalize the state leg- 
islation It has "been held that the 
legislation •fixing Ae 'legal rate of in- 
terest at 6 per cent and the contract 
rate at 10 per cent repealed the Ter- 
ritorial statntes on Inte-res1 and" us- 
ury, but does not provide a satisfac- 
tory penalty That flxea by the legis- 
lation Is a surrender ot the Interest 
In double the amount charged. la the 


afty, in addition to that "fixed by the 
legislation. It appears, would ibe sat- 
isfactory. The idea of nulling it a 
felony does not meet with much sup- 
port. 


School Revenue. 


The legislature will probably be 


asked to submit to bhe people an 
amendment to the constitution which 
will divide .the public school rev- 
enue received from 
puiblic service 


corporations in taxes equally .between 
all of the counties. 
The same prop- 


osition was defeated during the reg- 
ular session. Under the present pro- 
cedure a county having no school 
property to tax enjoys none of these 
benefits for its public schools, where- 
as 'the more fortunate counties retain 
it for the 
particular 
dls nets 
in 


which the property Is located. 


Sentiment among the members Is 


proving for the enactment of an ap- 
pioprlation "bill for the State school 
land depar.merrt, fixing the number 
of employes and their salaries, the 
Idea being to give this department 
the same standing as eihjrs. and re- 
quires an accounting for the receipts 
to ithe state treasurer. Now the mon-

At tbe Oklahoma City office 3,95: 


Applications were received In Decem 
iber and only 347 applications were 
placed. Prior to Nov. 15 employmen 
was secured for practically SO pe 
cent of the applicants. October was
